~ Amendments To New 
Dofence Regulations 


The acquisition by the Government 
of certain forelgn currencies was 
nuthorfised by amendments to the new 
Defence (Elnanes) Regulations, an- 
nounced In .a Government, Gazette 
Extraordinary, yesterday. 


The amendments are as follows: 

35., Every British subject resident 
in the Colony who nt the date on 
which this Regulation comes into 
operation Js, or nfter that date be- 
comes, entitled to sell, or to procure 
the sale of, any foreign currency to 
which this Regulation applies shall 
offer St, or cause it to be offered, for 
sale to. the Government, or to a 
person designated by .the Governor 
for the purposes of this Regulation, 
at such price as may be, determined 
by or on behalf of the Governor. 


(2) Every British subject resident 
in the Colany who at ‘the-date on 
which this Regulation: comes into 
operation is, or after that date be- 
comes, entitled to assign, or to 
procure the assignment, of any ilght 
to recelve outside the Colony or the 
United Kingdom, in respect of any 
eredit or balance at a bank, payment 
of any amount Sn a foreign currency, 
to which ‘this Regulation applies, 
shall, unless the Governor or a pere 
son designated by the Governor for 
the purposes of this Regulation givea 
him: notice to the contrary, do all 
things necessary for the purpose of 
assigning that right to the Govern- 
ment or {o 9 person so designated.
